S.O. *14 (E^Esa. Com./Iron and Steel.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sectij>n3 of the K<sential Commodities Act, 195J (10 of 1955), the Central Gov'ern- 
m:nt hereby makes the following Order further to amend the Iron and Steel (Cortlol) Ordo, 1936, 
namely :— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Iron and Steel (Control) Amendment Order, 1973. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette, 

2, In the Iron and Steel (Control) Order, 1956,—(1) in clause 2, sub-clause (a) shall be re¬ 
lettered as sub-clause (aa) and before sub-clause (aa) as so rclettered, the following sub-clause 
shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(a) ‘hooks' includes any statement of accounts, Stock-Registers, Production-Registers 
registers showing the utilisation of iron and steel materials, sale and purchase bills or any other 
documents which the Controller may sepecify under clause 12 or sub-clause (a) of clause 24 or 
subclause (b) of clause 28 of this Order.” ; 

(2) in clause 11 A,— 

(1) for the words “Controller may order suspension’’, the words, “Controller may, for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, order suspension ” shall be substituted; 
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(ii) the existing Note shall be numbered as Note (i) and after Note (i) as so renumbered, 
the following Notes shall be inserted . namely :— 

“Note (2).—The follow-up action as contemplated^ in Note (1) shall be initiated within a 
period of three months of the date of order of suspension of supplies. 

Note (3).—The Controller may, be order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, extend the 
period of follow-up action for a further period not exceeding three months. 

Note (4).—The order of suspension of supplies shall stand withdrawn if the Controller fails 
to initiate the follow-up action within the said period of three months or within the extended 
period, if the period of follow-up action has been so extended, as the case may be ”; 

(3) for clause 23A, the following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“23A. Power to suspend supplies of scrap.—Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Part of in the conditions governing the acquisition or disposal of any categories of scrap, the 
Controller may, for reasons to be recorded in writing, order suspension of further supplies of 
scrap forthwith to any person against whom there exists a credible information, or a reasonable 
susspicion, of the contravention of any condition laid down under this Order or of any 
direction issued hereunder. 

Note (i).—T he provisions of this clause shall be invoked only as an interim"action in order to 
forestall further mis-utilisation of scrap and shall be followed up with further 
action, regard being had to the circumstances of the case. 

Note (2).—The follow-up action as contemplated in Note (1) shall be initiated within a 
period of three months of the date of order of suspension of supplies. 

Note (3).— The Controller may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, extend the 
period of follow-up action for a further period not exceeding three months. 

Note (4).—The order of suspension of supplies shall stand withdrawn if the Controller fails 
to initiate the follow-up action within the said period of three months or within 
the extended period if the period of the follow-up action has. been so extended 
as the case may be . ”; 

(4) after clause 28A, the following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“28B. Power to debar any person from receiving iron or steel or scrap.— 

(1) The Controller may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, debar any person for 
any period, not exceeding five years, from receiving iron or steel or scrap from a registered pro¬ 
ducer or a registered stock-holder or a controlled stock-holder or from any other source either 
directly or through any committee, body or authority set up under clause 17 B or otherwise,— 

(a) if the said person, uses iron or steel or scrap for any purpose other than the purpose fof 
which any such material is acquired by, or sold to him or uses any such material in contravention 
of any condition subject to which the material is acquired by or sold to him ; 

or 

(b) 'if he is found to have violated any condition laid down under any clause of this Order or 
any direction issued thereunder ; 


or 

(c) if he is found to have submitted any false documents or to have made any mis representa¬ 
tion in acauiring any such material • 

Provided that before any such order is made, the person concerned shall be given a reason¬ 
able opportunity of being heard. 

(2) Any person aggrieved by an order of the Controller under sub-clause (1), may, within a 
period of thirty days of the date of the communication of the order, prefer an appeal to the 
Central Government. 

(3) On receipt of an appeal under sub-clause (2), the Central Government shall, alter giving 
the person aggrieved a reasonable opportunity of being heard, dispose of the appeal.”
